Before reaching, Javino, they, discovered the 
gaiters worn by Lieut. Gunji and the others, 
“which were in a battered’ condition, The 
search party concluded that some’ mishap had 
occurred to their chief and at once returned to 
the hut. The same night, forty or fifty Russian 
soldiers attacked the hut and opened a severe 
fire with their rif_les, The Japanese fought for 
afew minutes, at the end of which 14 were 
‘killed. Two, however, managed to escape to 
the Toba Maris, which was at anchor in the 
river at that time. Thevessel at once weigh- 
ed anchor and tried es ‘Weave the river, but 
could not do so owing to the ebb tide, The 
following day, as things seemed to be quiet on 
shore, the crew landed, and found that the. 14 
dead bodies of the Japanese had been horribly 
mutilated, They dug two large pits in which 
the bodies were buried. The crew afterwards 
dredged the bottom of the river, and aban- 
doned over 1,000 bales of salt on board, so that 
the vessel might negotiatethe shallows. About 
August 7, the ship left the river and arrived .at 
Shimushu on August to, bringing thesad news 
to the ‘families residing in that istand, The 
vessel stayed there until August 28, but during 
her stay no attack was made by the Russians 
aa the island.

_ The police and detective departments are 
much exercised in their minds over the reports 
-made by a number of Chinese and Indian 
shop-keepers, during the fast ten days, of a 
series of ingenious thefts that have been per- 
petrated upon them by sameunknown persons, 
From investigations made by Mr. Hanson, 
chief of the detective force, it appears that 
there is a gang of ne'er-do-wells of Chinese 
origin, who are making a practice of victimis- 
ing shop-keepers, principally: of the better 
classes, their modus operandé being as follows: 
-—The men, generally in couples, well-dressed 
‘and of well-to-do appearance, go into a shop 
and give large orders for goods, such as 
tsubrellas, socks, piece-goods, rubber boots, 
4 and. sundry provisions, which they want to 
have packed and taken by one of the shop- 
fokis to their address,.choosing the latter in 
some very respectable localtty, and there the 
Joki is to receive the amount due, and hand a 
receipt for the money to the purchasers. The 
goods are packed up and taken by the /osd, 
accompanied by the supposed merchants to 
the ‘address given, and on arriving the 
/oki is requested to take upstaiss a portion 
of the goods, and return for the rest? Ail 
unsuspecting the /uéé goes up, only to learn 
that ‘no such people as these whose numes 
were given live there, and the occupants know 
nothing about any order fur, or purchase of, 
goods. Unreturning tothe streets the unfortunate 
/odi discovers that his affluent customers have 
disappeared, and, incidentally, so have the rest 
of the parcels of goods, no trace of either being 
left. On Monday this trick was played on the 
shopkeeper of a variety emporium at 53 Des 
Vaux Road, when goods to the value of $137 
were taken away in this manner, and which 
have entirely disappeared with the thieves. It 
is believed that these men get away wilh the 
goods to Caaten, Macao, and elsewhere out- 
side of the Colony, and, after disposing of the 
same, return to find new victims, which, from 
their general appearance of wealth and respect-
